Worst Blizzard of Winter Reigned 
in Windy: Ciiy— Surface ‘Transpor- 
- tation Lines Hopelessly Blocked. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE 
HICAGO, March  14.—([Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Chicago has been in 
the grip of the fiercest blizzard of 
the winter for the last thirty hours. 
Business is practically at a standstill, 
surface transportation lines are al- 
most hopelessiy blocked and incoming 
railroad trains are from one to ten 
hours late. 

The blinding storm has broken all 
records for snow precipitation since 
the Weather Bureau was instituted in 
the early seventies.

BILITIES OF ALASKA. | 
More wonderful even than the re- 
markable growth of Southern Call- 
fornia during the past twenty years 
is the development of another section 
of this great Pacific Coast—Alaska.

they would surely have hesitated a 
little before closing the bargain, 
even if they did need a little ready 


cash about that time. The amount 


paid Russia for Alaska has been 
more returned to this country in 
the value of seal skins shipped from 
the coast since that time, and on top 
of this there is the great and sterdily 
increasing gold product. Not only 
that, but stories come down from the 
frozen North of vast and apparently 
inexhaustible deposits of ‘copper, and 
coal, and petroleum, and other valu- 
able mineral products. Then there 


are the fisheries, of themselves a 


most important item of revenue. 
Last—but perhaps not always to be 
least—there are the possibilities of 
agriculture in the northern land. 
Conflicting stories have been told in 
regard to these possibilities. Some 
have gone so far as to paint a rosy— 
and doubtless overdrawn—picture of 
the future of Southern Alaska as an 
agricultural country of importance, 
while on the other hand, quite re- 
cently a critic has declared that all 
such talk is foolish, and that Alaska 
can never raise any agricultural 
products, on a commercial scale. To 
some extent, at least, this pessimistic 
view seems to be unfounded, to judge 
from a recent dispatch from Tacoma, 
telling about the experience of a 


Dawson freighter, who is farming a 


large tract of native hay up there. 
The dispatch says: : 

“Last fall, Rouse put up an im- 
mense quantity of fine hay, enabling 
him to bale more than 600 tons this 
winter. Besides wintering his own 
large herd of stock, he has had. con- 
siderable feed for sale, receiving $14) 


der ton. At this price, his crop wa; 
worth 


$84,000. Rouse clears a clean 
profit of at least a 100 per cent. Win- 
ter weather has not prevented con- 
tinuous work with the bales, and a 
crew of ten, using two six-mule teams, 
collect and carry them to market. 

“Rouse’s entire crop was cut with 
scythes and handled in a primitive 
manner. Next season, he will replace 
these methods with modern farming 
implements, greatly reducing the cost 
of handling the crop.” 

It has also been shown that some 
kinds of grain and vegetables may be 
successfully raised in certain portions 
of Alaska. There really seems to te 
no good reason why rye, a crop that 
flourishes in high northern latitudes, 
should not be successfully raised, un- 
der proper conditions, in some parts 
of the immense area which we ac- 
quired from Russia, especially when it 
is remembered that, owing to the in- 
fluence of the Japanese gulf stream, 


„the climatic conditions at a certain 


lattitude on the Pacific Coast and on 


the Atlantic Coast are vastly different. 


In view of these facts, it would be 
well to pause before we altogether 
decry or disbelieve the possibilities of 
Alas in an agricultural line. It 
may, before many years, surprise us 
in this way, just as it has astonished 
us in the production of seal skins, and 
salmon, and gold, and promises to 
still further open our eyes in its out- 
put of other valuable commodities 
that are highly prized by man, and 
find a ready sale in the great marts 
of the world. For years to come, the 
prices of farm products are likely to 
range very high in Alaska—at least, 
away from the coast—and this alone 
should hold out a big inducement to 
the enterprising Yankee farmer, who 
is at present complaining so much 
about the exactions of trusts and 
transportation companies. At the 
same time, we would not recommend 


anyone to go up there with the idea 


of trying to raise some of those hardy 
oranges that the agricultural sharps 


| in’ Washington have been experiment- 


ing with. 


NION “FAIRNESS.” 3 

Members of labor anions are 
much given to designating as “unfair” 
the men who, for sufficient 
to themselves, refuse to become mem- 
bers of those proscriptive organiza- 
tions. They also apply without hes, 
tation the same term to employers 
who refuse to be dictated to by walk- 
ing delegates as to whom they shall 
or shall not employ. The union idea 
of fairness is peculiar. It found a 


fitting illustration in an _ incident 


which happened in San Francisco re- 
cently, as related in correspondence 
from that city published in The Sun- 
day Times. A young colored man 
had been employed to do some electric 
wiring on the Owl Drug Store, which 
the striking unionists had refused to 
do after having torn out and otherwise 
dismantied the store upon which they 
were sent to make certain repairs. 
The colored man showed by his work 
that he was an expert. “He was 
watched by several union pickets,” 
says the account of the affair, “until 
they discovered that he was a first- 
class workman and was doing about 
twice the amount of work that a reg- 
ular union man would do on the same 


job. As the young man left the build- 


of himself to take a job from another 
man and work in a boycotted store.” 
In reply the young negro asked the 
men if his application for member- 
ship in the union would be acted upon 
favorably if it were sent in, and was 
informed that the rules of the union 
forbade the acceptance of colored 
members. 

This case is a good illustration of 
the average unionist’s idea of “fair- 
ness.” He would deny to the colored 
man the right to join a union, in the 
first place. Then he would deny to 
him the right to accept work which 
union men refuse to perform. At the 
same time unionists claim the right 
to perform practically all the work 
that there is to be performed in the 
world, for wages. These propositions 
amount, taken together, to a denial 
of the right of the colored workman 
to live at all, since if he lives he must 
needs live from the froceeds of his 
work. 

The union reasoning, or idea of fair- 
ness, as thus applied to the colored 
workman, is in effect the same as 
when applied to the ordinary non- 
union worker, without reference to 
the color of his skin. 
the number of apprentices to a cer- 
tain proportion of the journeymen em- 
ployed, as all the unions do, large 
numbers of young men who would 
otherwise learn useful occupations 
and become good and industrious citi- 
zens are virtually denied the right 
to earn a livelihood. If they turn 
from one trade to another they are 
met with the same inhibition, and 
so they are virtually forced to become 


i hobos or eriminals, or to work inde- 


pendently in the ranks of non-union 
workmen. Upon the union theory of 


fairness, it is “unfair” for these men“ 


to work at all. and therefore it is 
“unfair” for them to live, since to 
do so they must of necessity work, 
beg, or steal. The union logic, if 
such’ it can be called. leads directly 
to the conclusion that it is not so 
“unfair” for a workman to beg or 
to steal as it is to accept work which 
another workman has voluntarily re- 
linquished. 
Monopoly—that is the central aim 
of trade-unionism, as it is miscon- 
ducted under existing industrial con- 


‘ditions. There is uo getting away 


front this fact, and no evading its 
meaning. Monopoly is no more to be 
commended, supported or defended 
when it is sought by combinations of 
workmen than when it is sought by 


combinations of capital. In principle 


and purpose it is inimical to the pub- 
lic interest, for it seeks to confer upon 
afew favored persons advantages 
and benefits which are not within 
reach of the many. When a monop- 
oly, or an attempted monopoly, aims 
at preventing the free buying and 


selling of so necessary a commodity 


as human labor, it becomes not only 
a serious evil, but a serious menace 
to the peace, the prosperity, and the 
well-being of the community. Such 
a monopoly, if it could be success- 
fully. established, would rest, of ne- 
cessity, upon the grave of the guar- 


anteed liberties of the people, and. 


therefore, it would necessarily 
be destructive of our form of govern- 


ment—which has justly been char- 


acterized as “the best government the 
sun ever shone upon.” ’

“We have always had 
such men,” he said, “and we still have 
them.“ He pojnted out the difference 
between the politician and the states- 
man—the former rarely sees farther 
than the next election, or at most the 
next Presidential election; the latter 
sees something behind the veil to be 
accomplished, and is willing to be de- 
feated if thereby it may be accom- 
plished. His reference to Lincoln was 
one of the great moments of the even- 
ing, and he was frequently interrupted 
by ringing applause. This was partic-. 
ularly true when he forcefully stated 
that the moment a nation is bound by 
the maxims and traditions of its fore- 
fathers, it ceases to progress, 

Dr. Abbott, referring to the Phillp- 
pine question, declared that the, United 
States is responsible to the world for 
the Philippines; that we could not, 
when they came to us, sail away and 
leave them to cyt their own throats, 
nor could we turn them over to some 
other nation, as was once suggested. 
We did and are doing, he said,athe only 
thing left for us toedo—we are grad- 
ually training the “people of those 
islands and bringing them to a point 
of civilization and experience in world 
affairs which will permit us to then 
continue our protectorate if they them- 
selves desire it, or if they prefer to 
stand alone, our flag shall then leave 
those islands.

Sunday night two veterans coming 
from one of the gambling hells were 
robbed and beaten brutally within an 
arm’s reach of the home grounds. 
Three gambling hells were running 
in full blast yesterday in Sawtelle, 
just by the gates. Two are run by vet- 
erans, the third by a French gam- 
bler. In their greed, they kept wide 
open, shamelessly, carelessly. All were 
visited by Times men yesterday. 

The first house of prostitution that 
ever had the brazen 
flaunt itself at the very door of the 
government reservation, was opened 
in Sawtelle a few days ago—just be- 
fore this pension day. 

Although the law forbids the selling 
of liquor at a soldiers’ home, the vet- 
erans are sold the most villainous 
concoctions of alcohol at blind pigs” 
in the town, and stagger into the res- 
ervation late at night, robbed of their 
money and poisoned with the atrocious 
mixtures on which they have been fed. 
The authorities at the home are anx- 
fous of course to crush and scatter 


| these places; but so far have not been 


able to get enough evidence. 
A skillful trout fisher could stand at 
the upper end of Fourth street in Saw- 
telle and cast his fly into all three of 
the gambling hells—one at, a time— 
and not move out of his tracks. 
The newest is run by an old soldier 
with one eye. It is a new brown house 
at the head of Fourth street and just 
across the street from the reservation 
entrance gate. All the shades are kept 
down.

STARK MADE 
DIRE THREATS. 


* — — 


Many Witnesses Testify He 


Plotted Revenge. 
Prowled Around Huntington 
Offices atN ight. | 
Asked Friend Where He 
Could Get Nitro- glycerine. 


If Joseph start! wes in his right 
mind when he made threats to blow up 
property of the Pacific Electric and 
Los Angeles Railway companies and 
incidentally assassinate Henry E. and 
Howard E. Huntington, and employés 
of the Huntington corporations, the 
evidence brought out at his trial on an 
insanity charge yesterday, places him 
im a worse light than if he were ad- 
judged crazy. 

Stark was arrested March 3 after 
repeated threats to revenge himself 
‘on the Huntingtons because he could 
not get a settlement from the Los An- 
geles Railway Company for injuries 
received by being thrown off his bi- 

cycle in a collision with an electric car 
in March, 1903. As the accident was 
manifestly due to Stark’s own reck- 
lessness, the company refused to rec- 
ognize that he had any claim for 
ages, and he could find no lawyer 
would undertake to sue the 9 
in his behalf. 

Stark has been confined in the Coun- 
ty Hospital since his arrest, and yes- 
terday afternoon was brought before 
Judge Wilbur for examination as to 
his mental condition. Drs. H. G. Brain- 
erd and J. E. Cowles sat with the 
court as insanity experts.

. Restrain Postmaster from Obey 
ing Order of Department. 

The Cumulative Credit Company was 
gasping for breath in the United 
States District Court yesterday, where | 
an action was being argued before 


gambling concern, which was recently 
denied the use of the United States 
mails, seeks to reotrain Postmaster 
Flint from withholding letters ad- 
dressed either to that questionable 
concern or to any of its officers. United 
States Attorney Va.entine appeared 
for the government and Walter R. 
Bacon for the company which seeks 
the injunction. The case occupied all 
the forenoon, an part of the after- 
noon, and went over till Thursday 
morning before Mr. Bacon had com- 
pleted his argument. 

The adage that the fool and his 
money is soon parted” is old enough to 
be famillar to any f— person, but nev- — 
ertheiess there has been a somewhat 
protracted effort to save people who 
are silly enough o drop their cash so 
easily to such 4 raw gamble. Finally 
the government took cognizance of the 
fact that the mails were being used to 
boost the fraud along, and ordered 
that all mall be withheld and returned 
unopened to the senders. 

Mr. Valentine . his argument de- 
clared the Cumulative Credit Company 
was not only a lottery or prize draw- 
ing. but that it was a fraud. He elu- 
cidated the regulations by which the 
company is controlled and gave illus- 
trations to show that the concern holds 
out the inducement of paying $2 for 
every $1 received, but it really makes 
no such promise. It is stipulated that 
when the certificate of a subscriber 
matures he will receive $160, but be- 
fore he is entitled to his money he 
must continue to pay in at the rate 
of fi a week “until his certificate ma- 
tures.“ That, declared Mr. Valentine, 
may be eighty weeks or 180 weeks, be- 
ing entirely dependent upon the num- 
ber of new subscribers secured. 

He showed that when a subscriber 
was paid off two new ones must be se- 
cured, and then four new ones, and 
so on until, within a period of fifty 
years it would involve the entire popu- 
lation of the United States. He further
